LYME Regis Town Council has scrapped its 
plans to charge all year round for evening car 
parking after a petition against increased 
charges was signed by almost 700 people. 

The online petition was launched after the council 
proposed to increase parking charges at Monmouth 
Beach from £1 to £1.20 an hour and to charge be¬ 
tween 6pm and 9pm in the evenings all year around. 

But when the matter was put to full council last 
week for a final decision, councillors were asked to 
consider the effect the increase would have on visi¬ 
tors. Following a lengthy debate, they agreed to scrap 
the evening charges outside of the peak season but to 
stick with the increased hourly charges. 

Speaking in the public forum, Mark Evans, owner 
of Tierra Kitchen in Coombe Street, said: “I think by 
increasing parking charges and, in particular, by mak¬ 
ing it later in the evening, people on their first visit 
might swallow it but it might just stick with them and 
be a lasting impression in their minds. 

“I understand that making revenue is tough and 
parking really does go towards the town’s finances. 
Just have a little thought about people’s lasting im¬ 
pression.”

cil allow local ratepayers to park for free after 6pm 
all year round at Monmouth Beach. 

Darren Herbert, a local business owner and member 
of Lyme Regis Sea Angling Club, said that many club 
members came from outside of the town, always 
spending money in Lyme during their visits, but 
would not be able to afford to do so if the charges ap¬ 
plied after 6pm. 

“People coming in my shop will have to pay more 
in car parking charges than what they want to spend 
in my shop,” he added. 

District councillor George Symonds, who is also 
owner of Lyme Regis Amusement Arcade, said: “I 
have also been contacted by quite a lot of the business 
community. Their concern is that charging in evening 
may deter trade. If we are seen as expensive for car 
parking it could have an adverse effect on the town 
and stop people from coming. 

“The council are well known for having quite sub¬ 
stantial funds and I understand that there are projects 
which the council are looking at doing, but it may 
give us a name of being an expensive town to come 
to.” 

The Reverend Jane Skinner added: “When I talk to

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Council agrees it cannot judge 
artwork to be displayed in town 


LYME Regis Town Council has gone 
back on its suggestion that artists should 
submit their work for councillors’ ap¬ 
proval before it is displayed in public 
spaces, saying this would not work as art 
is “subjective”. 

Following the town’s first sculpture trail, held as 
part of the annual ArtsFest event, councillors sug¬ 
gested that artists should submit their work for ap¬ 
proval before future events. The idea came after 
councillors expressed concern over some of the in¬ 
stallations, particularly the painting of the gazebo 
in Langmoor Gardens, which they feared would 
encourage graffiti. 

Speaking at last week’s full council meeting, 
where councillor were due to finalise their decision 
on the matter, curator of the sculpture trail, John 
Calder, asked members to think again. 

Mr Calder said he had considered the trail to be 
a “resounding success” before hearing the con¬ 
cerns of the council, which he described as “ill in¬ 
formed” and “based on the personal views of two 
councillors rather than the broader view”. 

He spoke about the benefits of the trail, including 
the visitors it attracted, and said that other 
landowners around the town, including West 
Dorset District Council, had allowed sculpture to 
remain in place for an extended period. 

Mr Calder said he questioned why the selection 
of art should be the responsibility of the council 
and read a statement from Councillor Anita 
Williams, who was not present at the meeting, 
which backed up his argument, saying it was “not 
appropriate for councillors to be the arbiters of 
what is acceptable as art”. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she also had a 
issue with inviting artists to submit their work to 
the council, adding that it would be better if one

councillor sat on the ArtsFest committee and re¬ 
ported back to the council. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe, one of the members 
who raised concerns over the sculptures at a previ¬ 
ous meeting, said his overriding issue had been the 
painting of the gazebo. 

“Will it now represent a blank canvas for graf¬ 
fiti?” he asked. 

However, he added that he did not want to “ham¬ 
per or impede the freedom of expression of art” or 
question the judgment of the curator. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds described the gazebo 
as a “quiet and peaceful place to sit”, adding that 
she would not like to see this kind of painting in it 
again. 

Councillor Richard Doney spoke in support of 
the arts community, saying it had a “huge amount 
to offer Lyme Regis” and attracted many visitors. 
He said he would like to see a permanent sculpture

trail on display in the future and he was hoping to 
get views of how the council could help ArtsFest 
at the organisation’s upcoming annual general 
meeting.

Councillor suggests demolishing 
theatre and building a new one 


A TOWN councillor has suggested knocking down 
the Marine Theatre and re-developing the whole site. 

Councillor Derek Hallett made the “ambitious” sug¬ 
gestion after hearing a report on the progress of Lyme 
Arts Community Trust, which manages the theatre, 
from new artistic director Clemmie Reynolds. 

Miss Reynolds laid out how she was intending to 
develop income streams for the theatre, which re¬ 
ceives £32,000 in funding from the town council an¬ 
nually. She said she wanted to develop the facility as

a major draw to visitors, as well as a vital asset to the 
local community. 

But Councillor Hallett said he did not think she was 
“going far enough”. He suggested building a new cafe 
and bar on the ground floor, a new theatre on the first 
floor and six £500,000 apartments on the top floor. 


Monmouth beach'risk to lives' 


A TOWN councillor warned not to “put lives at risk 
for the sake of a few shillings” as his fellow members 
agreed to bring Ware Cliff chalets and caravans back 
into use following landslides. 

Two areas of the Ware Cliff chalet and caravan site 
at Monmouth Beach were taken out of use following 
landslides - one section in 2010 and one in 2013. 

A report presented to councillors by the town clerk 
said that land movement had been regularly moni¬ 
tored in these areas since by the council’s geotechni¬ 
cal engineer, and the rate of movement had reduced 
significantly. 

Planning permission would have to be sought to 
bring the sites back into use, and the town clerk sug¬ 
gested that the council foot the bill of any planning 
and professional fees, while chalet owners cover all 
other costs, including demolition and construction. 

It is estimated that the council could make £15,000 
a year if the sites were brought back into use. 

However, Councillor Daryl Turner warned fellow 


members that the site was too dangerous. 

“I’m not happy with this at all, I think it’s too early,” 
he said. 

“I would not put people at risk for the sake of a few 
shillings and I will vote against it.” 

Councillor John Broom spoke in favour of bringing 
the sites back into use but described the area further 
along Monmouth Beach, where 11 new chalets were 
under construction, as “chaos” and added that, as 
freeholder of the land, the council should have more 
say with what happens on the site. 

Councillors said they would also have to consider 
who was allocated the new chalets - those who had 
recently lost former chalets on the same site or those 
who had been waiting for replacement chalets for the 
longest. 

Members agreed to allow officers to enter discus¬ 
sions with those who have an interest in the site and 
draw up a planning application. 


“You could pay for yourself, you wouldn’t need 
anymore money from anyone. You’d have to do a lot 
of work to raise the money to do it but you’d have a 
brand new facility that could support the town for the 
next 200 years. I don’t think you’re looking big 
enough.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe described the idea as 
“very ambitious”. 

However, Miss Reynolds’ report focused on raising 
funds to make repairs and improvements to the exist¬ 
ing theatre building. 

She said she had completed four grant funding ap¬ 
plications since taking up her post in August and the 
recent “Grow Your Tenner” campaign raised £2,000. 
She has also formed a group to organise and fundrais¬ 
ing dinner in April next year and is looking for cor¬ 
porate sponsors and patrons for the theatre. 

Other ideas included a season of open air perform¬ 
ances on Theatre Square next summer, and attracting 
a younger age group to the Marine by hosting regular 
open-mic, club or cocktail nights each month for 
“young professionals”. 

Councillors praised Miss Reynolds for her enthusi¬ 
asm and ideas, and emphasised the importance of 
using council funding for repairs to the structure of 
the building, particularly the roof. 

Miss Reynolds and David Edwards of Lyme Arts 
Community Trust, said they has spent £11,500 this 
year on repairing the front roof, they had a team of 
volunteers re-decorating the rear of the building and 
in recent years had also spent £5,000 re-rending the 
outside of the building. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, described the 
presentation as “vibrant” and said he thought it was 
the most optimistic report the council had been given 
on the theatre. 


News in a Nutshell

make a big difference to people.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis also spoke against 
charging after 6pm in both Monmouth Beach and 
the Woodmead Halls car parks. 

“If we do decide to charge during these hours it 
will have to be enforced and that’s going to be a cost 
to the council, so I just can’t see the point of it,” she 
said. 


However, Councillor Stan Williams argued that 
extra income made from evening charges could go 
towards providing facilities for the people of Lyme 
Regis. 

“Car parking is very important to our income,” he 
commented. 

“We should be using the money to help the people 
of Lyme Regis, we’ve got lots of jobs to do. Council 
taxpayers get a terrible deal.

who elect us and they’re the people who have sadly 
been lacking in facilities.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner said: “There’s been a fair 
number of negative comments from local busi¬ 
nesses, especially on social media, over the last cou¬ 
ple of weeks. But one obvious question has not been 
asked by the businesses and that’s quite simply, 
‘what is the council intending to do with the extra 
money it collects?’ 

“We’ve listed a number of things we want to do 
which will bring more people to the town, not less. 
Look at what’s happening in Bridport and Seaton; 
they are changing and improving, they will be com¬ 
petition to us, and we need to change as well.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds added: “Lyme Regis 
Town Council is a business. To run a business you 
have to make a profit. The only difference is, when 
the council makes a profit, it puts the money back 
to projects in the town.” 

Councillor Sean Larcombe expressed concern that 
introducing evening charges would require further 
enforcement and the council would not end up with 
any extra income. The town clerk confirmed that 


the council’s existing enforcement officers could 
provide cover during evenings in the peak season. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, then pro¬ 
posed to allow free parking for all between 6pm and 
9pm outside of the peak season, i.e. from the end of 
October half term to the Monday before Easter 
weekend, which was agreed. Councillors noted that 
Easter was particularly early in 2016 but agreed this 
time period would remain the same despite the 
Easter date changing each year. 

Councillor John Broom described this as “a won¬ 
derful British compromise” but Councillor 
Williams said he felt this was “too short a period” 
for charging in the evenings. 

Councillor Ellis said she would like to see the 
same charging times applied to Woodmead Halls 
car park, where evening charges were already in 
place, which was also agreed. 

Although members agreed to scrap the all-year- 
round evening charges, councillors agreed to stick 
with the increased cost of £1.20 an hour in Mon¬ 
mouth Beach and to keep the existing cost of £1 an 
hour at Woodmead.

I ’VE always been a big fan 
of the Marine Theatre. 
And not just because it’s 
where I did a great deal of 
my courting in the days 
when as many as 600 would 
crowd into the Marine to see 
some of the country’s top pop 
groups. 

I’ve compered dozens of events at 
the Marine over the years and have 
always emphasised how lucky 
Lyme is to have the theatre by the 
sea. 

I remember back in the 1980s 
when I was involved in a week of 
entertainment organised by then 
Lyme resident, TV personality 
Richard Digance, with the help of 
the cricket club, in a bid to save the 
hospital, and how his showbiz 
friends all thought the Marine was 
a brilliant asset to the town, de¬ 
spite its unkempt appearance and 
cramped facilities. Jim Davidson 
was a big admirer. 

Many of the big names who in¬ 
clude Lyme on their list of tour ven¬ 
ues make similar comments, 
including more recently John Chal- 
lis, who played Boycey in Only 
Fools and Horses and who tweeted 
ecstatically about it. 

It is true to say that the Marine 
has had a very chequered history 
over the years and it’s only in more

recent times, since the building 
was taken over by the Lyme Regis 
Arts Trust, that it has found a real 
niche. 

The old building suffered greatly 
through a lack of investment by 
successive councils and the cost of 
keeping the fabric watertight and 
in reasonable order must be a con- 
tinualworry to the trust. Recognis¬ 
ing the value to the town, and the 
amount of voluntary work that 
goes into to it, the town council has 
been generous in recent times with 
annual funding, currently at the 
level of £32,000. 

West Dorset District Council 
chips in with a more modest 
amount, although nowhere near as 
much as they spend on Bridport 
Arts Centre. I’ve never really un¬ 
derstood why this venue is more 
deserving. 

Last week the council received an 
excellent presentation from the 
Marine’s new artistic director, 
Clemmie Reynolds, who has al¬ 
ready developed a passion for the 


old place. She has some great ideas 
and I wish her well in her efforts to 
develop the Marine’s role in the so¬ 
cial and cultural life of Lyme. 

Some will argue that £32,000 is a 
big enough chunk of the town coun¬ 
cil’s budget to support such a facil¬ 
ity. Personally, I think it’s money 
well spent. 

N ow I have to declare a personal 
interest. With my Lyme Regis 
Musical Theatre President’s hat on, 
I don’t think we should lose sight of 
the fact that as well as offering a 
year-round programme of events, 
especially popular with visitors, the 
Marine also provides a venue for 
our home-grown productions per¬ 
formed by the former operatic soci¬ 
ety, the Pantomime Society and 
Lyme Drama (new name for the 
Drama Club). 

Those who are not as enthusiastic 
about the Marine often argue that 
the local stage groups could go to 
the Woodmead Halls. That will 
never happen. The halls is a great 


community facility, one of the 
finest in Dorset, but it will never 
be a theatre. 

A huge burden borne by the trust 
is the cost of replacing the roof at 
the Marine to render the building 
watertight. It will cost at least 
£90,000 to do so and the longer it 
takes to raise this money, the 
higher the cost is going to be. 

The suggestion by new councillor 
Derek Hallett at a council meeting 
last week that the town should be 
more forward thinking with the 
Marine site, putting forward the 
idea that it should be demolished 
and replaced by shops on the 
lower level, a theatre, restaurant 
and flats is unlikely to meet with 
widespread approval and as his 
colleague Brian Larcombe pointed 
out, might be a tad over-ambi¬ 
tious. 

But if the Marine is to survive, 
some significant investment has to 
be forthcoming. There’s a limit to 
what a small theatre can raise 
through voluntary fundraising 
and if Lyme is really committed to 
retaining the Marine a solution to 
its ongoing protection in such a 
vulnerable exposed position has to 
be forthcoming. 

Is this something the town coun¬ 
cil could add to their list of priori¬ 
ties for future years? 

Lyme would be a lesser place 
without the Marine.

O IT was reassuring to hear town 
clerk John Wright inform council¬ 
lors that their behaviour was no 
longer a risk factor for the council - 
in stark contrast to the previous ad¬ 
ministration which had to be 
warned twice by their chief officer 
to behave in a more acceptable 
manner. 

The town clerk's intervention - a 
brave move - was unprecedented in 
local government in this part of the 
world. He did so because the be¬ 
haviour of certain councillors repre- 
sentated a threat to the governance 
of this town. 

The difference betwen the two 
councils is simple and comes down 
to just one word - respect. Our cur¬ 
rent elected members have respect 
for each other and whilst they may 
not always agree, they accept that 
it is perfectly acceptable to have a 
differing view from their fellow 
members and are not ridiculed for 
doing so. 

A direct result of the more friendly 
and responsible attitude in the 
Guildhall - better relationships with 
the town and other authorities - has 
also been recognised by the town 
clerk.

Free screening of powerful 
documentary 'Gaswork 7 


LOCAL eco-group Turn Lyme Green and Lyme Regis-based 
Magic Oxygen Publishing are inviting all to a free screening 
of a powerful documentary called "Gaswork", by independent 
filmmaker Josh Fox. 

In 2012, Josh met the Bevins family at an anti-fracking rally 
in Philadelphia. They were holding signs that said "A life lost 
in the rush to drill." 

Based on the real-life story behind the placard, "Gaswork" 
follows Charlotte Bevins as she fights for CJ's Law, a bill to pro¬ 
tect workers named after her brother CJ Bevins, who died on 
an unsafe drilling site. 

In the film, Josh investigates worker safety and chemical risk, 
interviewing many workers who have been asked to clean 
drill sites, transport radioactive and carcinogenic chemicals, 
steam clean the inside of condensate tanks which contain 
harmful volatile organic compounds, polycyclic aromatic hy¬ 
drocarbons and other chemicals and have been told to do so 
with no safety equipment. 

"Gaswork"follows Josh's previous film, the Acadmey Award- 


nominated "Gasland", which focused on communities in the 
United States affected by natural gas drilling and, specifically, 
a method of horizontal drilling into shale formations known 
as hydraulic fracturing.The film has reshaped public discourse 
and contributed to anti-fracking mobilizations. 

The free screening of "Gaswork" will be held at the Wood- 
mead Halls in Lyme Regis on Saturday, December 5th. Doors 
will be open from 7pm and the film will begin at 7.30pm. 

Tracey West from Magic Oxygen Publishing said: "We hope 
to engage some vibrant discussion on the topics the film 
raises, including an attempt to discredit the film, whilst we 
serve organic and FairTrade tea, coffee and refreshments after 
the screening."

Council to finally sign skatepark lease 


COUNCILLORS are expected to finally sign off on Lyme Regis' 
long-awaited skatepark at a special meeting tonight 
(Wednesday). 

An extraordinary full council meeting has been called so 
members can give final approval to West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil's lease, allowing them use of a section of Charmouth Road 
car park for the skatepark for a cost of £2,000 a year. 

After decades of discussion and attempts to find a suitable 
site for the facility, planning permission was received for the 
£200,000 town council-funded skatepark last year, and many 
had hoped it would already be in 
- place. But the process was delayed 


as the two authorities came to an agreement on the lease and 
final planning conditions were met. 

Councillors are expected to approve the signing and sealing 
of the lease at tonight's meeting so that contractors can start 
work on the skatepark, designed by Wheelscape, immedi¬ 
ately. 

They are also expected to authorise the town clerk to sign 
an undertaking that the council will resolve the one remain¬ 
ing issue relating to pedestrian access to the site from Char- 
mouth Road car park, which will require a minor amendment 
to the plans.

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Views on migrants are'dismaying' 


■ IT’S been dismaying to hear politi¬ 
cians and media commentators speak¬ 
ing with such ignorance about the 
migrant situation at Calais. 

Most of those currently stranded at 
the French port have had to abandon 
their homes in countries where vio¬ 
lence and persecution have become un¬ 
bearable for them: Syria, Iraq, Sudan, 
Eritrea and Afghanistan. 

The 3,000 people at Calais are a mi¬ 
nuscule fraction of the world’s 20 mil¬ 
lion refugees, the majority of whom are 
in places like Turkey, Lebanon and 
Ethiopia. Those countries are strug¬ 
gling to accommodate the displaced 
people imposed on them. 

Europe has taken in very few of the 
world’s refugees. Some EU countries - 
especially Germany and Sweden - have 
provided shelter for significant num¬ 
bers, but the UK is lagging far behind. 

It is unhelpful that countries like 
France and the UK propose ever-higher

Europe of all places should under¬ 
stand the horrors of war, persecution 
and forced displacement. We should 
lead the way in responding to the plight 
of these desperate people.

An insight into cave 
exploring for art group 



THIS week's Lyme Regis 
Art Society demonstra¬ 
tion was given by Robin 
Gray, a very talented 
artist who is also a 
climber and a cave ex¬ 
plorer, and sketches un¬ 
derground using a 
flexible sketch book lit by 
his head light. 

His talk, "Cave Paint¬ 
ings", was not about an¬ 
cient art but about 
painting cave pictures 
using oil pastels. Using black pastel on 
textured Bockingford paper, the 
toothed surface immediately gave the 
impression of rock as he sketched in a 
circle of boulders with stalagmites sil¬ 
houetted against the space inside the 
curve and lit by the headlamps of some 
figures just visible behind the blocks. 

Once he was satisfied with composi¬ 
tion, Robin changed to absorbent black 
paper and grey pastel - absorbent 
paper being essential if the paint is to 
dry. He told members that there were 
onkly three makers of good pastels - 
Caran D’ache, Sennelier and a Japanese 
oil pastel called Guitar - and for this 
demo he used Caran D’ache on black 
paper. 

Robin told members some painting 
pigments are actually found in the cave 
mud with iron oxide, creating ochres 
and siennas. 

Having laid down the main pools of 
light, he used darker grey pastel for the 
shadows on the wall, mixing in patches 
of other colours which he outlined in 
black to give the imression of a rocky 
surface. His cavers were given blue suits 
with purple shadows and yellow gloves 


and more flashes of lights were worked 
into the walls whilst the tops of the 
boulders were covered in bright yellow 
algae. 

Working the dark grey across the ceil¬ 
ing gave depth to the picture as did a 
series of small stalactites hanging down 
from the rim, and all the time Robin 
kept images actually experienced in the 
front of his mind. Layer after layer of 
white and black pastel created a velvety 
patchwork of brilliant light against coal- 
black shadows whilst Robin gave mem¬ 
bers fascinating insights into what the 
caving experience involves, finally fin¬ 
ishing the picture with reflections 
across a still black pool. 

The society meets on alternate Tues¬ 
days in the Woodmead Halls from 2pm 
to 4pm. The next meeting will be the 
annual general meeting on December 
1 st with seasonal goodies and a talk by 
the popular Roger Clemens, entitled 
"Luggers, Low Tide and watching Fred 
Poggio".

THE news doesn’t make pleasant viewing at the mo¬ 
ment. The attacks in Paris were a week ago now, and 
since then the French security services have carried out 
nearly 200 raids on other possible extremeists. 

And today the news is full of the attack by radicals 
most probably linked to al Qaeda, on the Radisson Blu 
in Bamako capital of Mali. The Germans are talking 
about a world terrorist war. It is all extremely unset¬ 
tling. Where does it leave us? We can feel alone, vul¬ 
nerable and hopeless in times of uncertainty like this. 

For a vicar, one of the privileges of conducting Chris¬ 
tian funerals is that we can offer hope to bereaved fam¬ 
ilies, at a time when there appears to be no hope. There 
is a Bible reading which is commonly read at funerals. 
It comes from the book of Revelation. God promises 
that one day: “He will wipe every tear from their eyes. 
There will be no more death or mourning or crying or 
pain for the old order of things has passed away. He 
who was seated at the throne said “I am making every¬ 
thing new!”’ (Rev 21:4-5.) 

This reading is immensely comforting for those who 
have recently been bereaved. It assures us that God is 
for us. He is not responsible for the painful situations 
we find ourselves in; indeed he walks with us as we go 
through them, bringing us the peace and assurance we 
need, offering us hope for our future however bleak 
things may look at this time.

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Six out of ten motorists support raising the 
driving age to 18, according to a new survey 


SIX OUT often motorists back raising the driving age 
from 17 tol 8 - to save lives on Britain's roads, accord¬ 
ing to new survey. 

And 76% of drivers support the introduction of 12- 
month probationary licences for all teenagers who 
have passed their test. 

A further 62% of people believe young drivers 
should have to display a green P - probationary - plate 
as a warning to other road users. 

Less popular were night-time curfews for teenagers. 
Just 34% supported new measures preventing young 
drivers from driving between 10pm and 5am unless 
a passengers aged over 30 was in the car. 

The results were revealed in a new survey of 1,000 
motorists by the road safety company SmartWitness, 
which makes Britain's most popular dash-cams. 

It found that 67% of motorists support tougher 
rules for drivers aged 17-19. 

One popular measure - supported by 63% of drivers 
- was making the ages of 17-18 a learner year. Young 
people would be able to learn to drive under super¬ 
vision but could not take their test till they were 18. 

A year's probation for all drivers aged between 17 
and 19 was supported by 64% of those polled. 

Seven out often motorists (72%) support an imme¬ 
diate road ban for any teenager caught speeding. 

Department for Transport statistics show that 
nearly one in eight (11.9%) of all road casualties are 
hurt or killed in collisions involving a car driver aged 
17 to 19 - despite the fact that this age group makes 
up only 1.5 per cent of licensed drivers. 

And a fifth of deaths on British roads involve drivers 
aged 17-24. 

Around 20% of SmartWitness sales to private driv¬ 
ers are cameras for parents who want to monitor 
their teenage children's driving when they are not in 
the car. 

SmartWitness chief executive Paul Singh said: "It is 
sad fact that young motorists drive around 5% of 
all the miles driven in Britain but are involved in 
about 20% of the crashes where someone is killed or 


seriously injured. 

"It is clear there is overwhelming support 
for tougher laws governing young drivers." 

"At SmartWitness we are committed 
to improving safety for young drivers 
and helping to give parents' peace of 
mind when their teenage children are 
behind the wheel. 

"They can check on the footage when 
their children have been out in the car 
on their own to make sure they are driv¬ 
ing responsibly." 

Sales of SmartWitness cameras have 


shot by 30% in the last two years as 
more motorists use the technology to 
guard against cash-for-crash fraudsters 
and to improve their driving standards. 

Most countries in Europe have a 
minimum driving age of 18 but the 
limit has been 17 in the UK since the 
driving test was introduced 80 years 
ago in 1935. 

Statistics show that road accidents 
remain the biggest killer of young peo¬ 
ple in the UK, higher than both alcohol 
and drugs.
